Can any one question the appropriatensis
of the pame aver since sapll-d to iy, the Val-
ley of Death? In marked contrast to tuls
dreaded region isthe beaatiful Valley of the
Virgin, nestling in the Black Ridge range at
the sonthern ridge of the Great Bacin of Utuh.
The encircling monntaing rice fo an slevation
of twelve hundred feet, with numerons paaks
paseing above the limit of perpetnal snow.
From their sumwmit youn look down upraa
vaet extent of couutry, with its hillsides and
valleye, plaine auvd glens, while the Virgin
river is seen roundlog its course along the
fuot of the range muny miles, ndw overflowiog
a valley, bere gliling beneath overhaugiug
ellffe, leapivg from rock to rock, and then in
grand cageades rolling off granite ledges in
gheets of feathery fosm, on its way to join the
Colorado.

The climate 13 g0 wild and genial that the
fig, olive, grape, sud cotton thrive. The hot-
test geason is from the middle of June to July,
[ when the thermometer rauges from 95 to 120
degrees, at noou, Frost Iasis from November

to March, but enow is rare, aud ice never ex-
ceeds a thin film.

Beyond the enchsuling vall-y are the re-
markable mud volenuoes, located below the
gea level in the Colorsdo desert; and if the
waters of the ocean could break the inter-
vening mountain barriers, they wounld be lost
to eight. They are situated in & moast deso-
late country, covering & space of a quarter of
a mile long, and an vighth wide. This area
is one mass of soft mud, throngh which ateam
apd water are constauuy esosping, msking a
noise that oan be hesrd ten miles, and rising
vapor forms clonds tist are vieibls at a greatsr
distapce. lo eowms places the steam rises
steadily with a hissiug, roariog, spattering
noige; in other epot= it burata ont with an ex-
plosion, throwing the mud a huodred festinto
the air.

There are places where the mud rises in
huge bubbles sud bursis as it boiling with fu-
tense heat, while in other portions regular
cones, varying iu shaps from sharp points to
little mounds, have b-en tormed. Thers are
boiling epriogs which eject their water fifty
feet high; Others werely large basing
geveral bundred feer ecross, in which a lead-
colored paste is contnually boiling. Their
warging are encireled by Incrusiations and
arborescent conoretions of lime and deposits of
gulpbhur. They are well worth a visit, though
an excurgion to them is sttended by serions
hardships.

Another objeot of note ara the Snmmit Soda
Springe, situated sevenu miles soath of the line
of the Central Pacific Railroad, in Bumwmit val-
ley, between Laks Tulios and Donner Laka,
With the exception of the Yosemite, there is
not in all the Bierra Nevada a spot of wilder
magnificence or beanty.

The road that leads to them runs throngh a
continnons succession of natoral baanties of
foreste, glades, etreawlets, aud mountains.

The springs are near the headwaters of the
American river, one of the most beautifal of
| mountain streams, that forms a geries of cas-
cades mear the sonrce. The lofty peaks of
the Bierra loom up iu all direetions, divided
by precipitons canons, which shelter densa
forests of lofty evergreens. The mineral
water is most sgreesble and apetiziog, pos-
sessing great madicinal virtnes in the care of
affections of the digestive organs. The springs
can be reached withount fatigue by invalids,
and the rough log cabin, now the only house,
will be replaced this season by & neat hotel,
erected by the railroad company. The mar-
vellons beantiea of this wild region will make
it the foture Saratoga of the Pacific,
